Captain Smith, the 
commander of the unfortunate 
Titanic, spoke a few words toward 
the close of his sea-faring career 
that touched the heart of all Brit- 
ishers. He might have been ill- 
advised, and because of his coun- 
sellors led his trefnendous vessel 
to her doom, but ‘as soon as he 
saw his mistake he did his best 
and played the man, When there 
was danger of, his men becoming 
panic stricken, he stood out like 


‘|the brave commander that he was 


and cried, ‘Be British, my men.” 
Those men, the crew and passen- 
gers alike, heeded his challenge, 
with the result that about all the 
women and children who choose 
nay, were 
helped into the lifeboats, and the 
men, though many of them cou!d 
have saved themselves had they 
made the rush, simply stood back 
and prepared themselves for the 
hnal plunge of the vessel. 

A special committee of enquiry 
has been sitting during the past 
week in the United States, trying 
to pick up all the information 
possibe from the survivors, not for 
the purpose of laying blame to 
anyone, for that would be of little 
use ; but to find out facts for 
future use. 

Although the. Titanic carried 
the regulation number of lifeboats 
there were not half enough to ac- 
commodate all on board, or most 
of them at any rate might have 
been saved. Then, it isclear, the 
| Titanic set out to establish a_ re- 
cord, and her speed tor such dan- 
gerous waters was altogether too 
fast! Then, again, the watchmen 
were not well equipped with night 
telescopes as it appears they 
And yet again 
|there comes the awful news that.a 
vessel was only a few miles away 
from the wrecked ship, and that 
her commander was over cautious 
land afraid of risking the many 
lives on his own vessel, would not 
go to the rescue of the Titanic. 
This last is, however, denied by 
the captain, and we sincerely hope 
itisuntrue. Charges of cowardice 
are to be deplored in connection 
with such a serious disaster. 
Nobody knows how they would 
behave in such a_ crisis, It is 
sufficient that most, if not all, 
rallied to the call,‘‘Be British, my 
Let us all rally to it, and 
be slow to judge and slower still 
to condemn, until the final facts 
are made public.
